(g) in any other mode permitted by the rules 
or by general or special order of the 
Government. 


And whereas, some Societies had invested their 
surplus funds in savings/fixed deposits with the 
Branches of the Punjab and Maharashtra 
Co-operative Bank Ltd. (hereafter referred to as ‘PMC 
Bank’) situated within the State of Goa as were 
permissible under Section 55(d) of the Act. 


And whereas, the Punjab and Maharashtra 
Co-operative Bank Limited was a Multi-State 
Scheduled Urban Co-operative Bank registered 
under the Multi-State Co-operative Societies Act, 
2002 (Central Act No. 39 of 2002). 


In September 2019, it was revealed that due to 
precarious financial condition of said PMC Bank, 
there was complete erosion of capital and 
substantial deposit erosion. Hence, the Reserve Bank 
of India (RBI) in its all-inclusive directions issued to 
the Punjab and Maharashtra Co-operative Bank Ltd. 
under Section 35A read with Section 56 of the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949 (Central Act No. 10 of 
1949), closed the business of the said PMC Bank on 
23-09-2019. 


In consequence of above developments, the 
Reserve Bank of India initiated action u/s. 45 of the 
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Banking Regulation Act, 1949 for preparing a 
Scheme for reconstruction or amalgamation of said 
PMC Bank. 


Accordingly, The Punjab and Maharashtra

The remaining 20% amount of the institutional 
depositors shall be converted into equity warrants 
of Unity Small Finance Bank Limited at the rate of 
Re. 1/- per warrant, which will be further converted 
into equity shares of Unity Small Finance Bank 
Limited at the time when the Unity Small Finance 
Bank Limited goes for public issue. 


As per Section 55 of the Act, the Co-operative 
Societies in Goa are not authorized to invest in 
such shares, debentures, equity warrants, etc. of 
Companies.
